To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Urban  District  Council  of 

Hornsea. 

Madam  & Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  as  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  for  the  year  ended  31st  December.  194^< 

Consideration  of  the  Vital  Statistics  of  the  District  reveal 
little  needing  special  comment  * The  birth  and  csath  rates  for  the 
year  shew  a small  decree. so;  as  usual,  as  night  be  expected  in  a 
population  composed  to  a large  extent  cf  elderly  retired  persons, 
the  principal  causes  of  death  were  (l)  heart  desease,  (2)  intracranial 
vascular  lesions  (3)  cancer.  These  three  groups  of  diseases  were 
responsible  for  slightly  over  5 0$  of  the  deaths.  The  birth  rate 
is  now  corrected  for  inward  and  outward  transfers  the  actual  number 
of  births  registered  being  178,  of  which  over  80fo  were  conducted 
in  the  local  nursing  home  a large  proportion  of  these  being 
transferable  to  other  districts.  The  incidence  of  notifiable 
infectious  diseases  has  been  exceptionally  light,  very  few  cases 
of  measles  and  whooping  cough  having  been  reported.  It  is 
particularly  gratifying  that  no  oase  of  diphtheria  has  occurred 
during  the  year  , the  fourth  in  succession  in  which  there  has  been 
complete  freedom  from  this  disease. 

After  the  lull  in  building  activity  during  the  war  period 
towards  the  end  of  the  year  work  was  completed,  on  the  advance 
preparation  cf  the  housing  site  on  the  Rolston  Road,  and  where  there 
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is  provision  for  the  erection  of  over  200  permanent  houses,  and  also 
at  a site  on  the  north  cliff,  the  erection  of  15  prefabricated 
dwellings  was  carried  out.  In  addition  a number  of  small  houses 
have  been  built  by  private  enterprise.  The  completion  of  the 
ambitious  scheme  in  the  southern  part  of  the  District  during  1947 
should  relieve  the  present  pressing  need  of  the  people  for  adequate 
living  accommodation,  and  deplete  many  of  the  inferior  temporary 
dwellings  of  which  there  is  a plethora  within  the  district. 

Rainfall . 

The  rainfall  for  the  year  was  heavy  - . November  was  the 

wettest  month  with  5 *17"  5 'the  lowest  fall  recorded  was  in  March, 
0.95"*  The  rainfall  in  the  third  quarter  was  exceptionally  hoavy, 
12. 23 11  being  recorded.
